Some weeks ago I said after 
another Charity game... “If 
tins js’ Charity football let us 
have more of it"... 1 now ask 
your leave to declare that if 
last night was an example of 
international Charity football 
then never let ue see the Jike 
of it again. 

On a purely practical note I 
should explaln that the Korcans, 
obviously intent in regaining 
seme of thelr lost plory, started 
the unsavoury stuff might from 
the earliest’ minutes of the 
game.

Own Tournaments 


The Russians have cmerged 
from their own domestic tourna- 
ments and All-Unton Champion- 
ships into International com-~- 
petition four yearg after being 
ndmitted to memborship of the 
International Federation, 


They staged their first 
national event in 1951, the year 
in which the Soviet Union 
Sports Committee called for a 
nation-wide promotion of the 
game as ia mass form of sport. 

The game wos developed in 
clubs and among collective 
farmers, factory workers and in 
the army. Its growth was so 
rapid that within three years 
they had more than 100,000 
players registered. : 

The Russians bulit up under 
the guidance of Dzindzilauskas, 
a Lithuanian player who was 
prominent some 20 years ago. 
But table tennis is a Cinderella 
sport in Russia and, though 
much progress was made, it has 
taken some years of pressure to 
get permission to enter the 
international fleld. 

The fact thut permission has 
now been given is taken as an 
‘indication that the game has 
grown in popularity, though It 
is still) a longway behind foot- 
ball, athletics, etc. : . 


The’ Russian style of play js 
strongly defensive. They are 
not hitters, and it Js thls wenk- 
ness which handicaps them 
when they encounter the power 
players.

Danger Of Americans 
Frittering Away 
Money On Trivialities

United States that there is a danger that the 
average American will soon be frittering away

according to a group of world economic experts. 


In a recent survey, conducted 
among 48 leaders of the ‘Western 
world by the New York 
Committee for Economic 
Development, two American and 
two British economic experts 
dwelt at length on this danger. 
Fewer than one-tenth of the 
world’s population live on the 
North Amerfean continent, they 
said, but this ‘small fraction of 
humanity enjoys between two- 
thirds end three-quarters of the 
world's Teams end = material 
goods.

Moses Abramovitz of Stanford 
University, California,  com- 
mented: “The need for broadly 
distributed addition to. private 
consumption js now far less 
urgent than It used to be.

Earlier, a’ woman conscientious 
objector to capital punishment

Outlining the case for the 
Prosecution, Mr Li sald that 
deceased ved ot Smithficld, 
Kennedy Town. He worked as 
a foreman in ao tin-foll paper 
shop ond he and accused were 
old friends. - . 

Crown Counsel alleged that it 
had been openly admitted by 
the accused that the deceased 
had helped him financially from 
time to time, But, he sald, 
there must be a Umit to every- 
thing, and on December 17: the 
two friends had a quarrel, Mr 
Li alleged that accused took out 
a imife from his pocket and 
stabbed the deceased on the 
right arm ad chest, 

Accused then fle and 
although deceased had been 
struck started to run after his 
alleged assailant, After a short 
chase, however, the deceased 
collapsed. A hue,and cry had 
in the meantime been ralsed and 
the chose was taken up by a 
number of people. At the top 
of some steps accused turned 
round and threatened his pur- 
suers with the knife which ho 
was still holding ijn his hand, 
Mr Li alleged, ~ ; 


To Hospital 


Deceased wes rushed to hos- 
pital. 
treatmeat and subsequently’ died 
five days afterwards, Crown 
Counsel said. 

Accused was arrested two 
days latcr in a hut in Aplichau, 
Aberdeen. He made a statement 
to the Police, and when it waa 
known that the deceased had 
died, accused was charged with 
Murder, to which he made 
another statement, Mr. Li said. 

Mr Chan Kai-hon, -inter= 
preter, attached to CID Western 
Police Station, sald that on the 
instructions of DDI J. W. Cur- 
ric, he Pyle sone cep le ned a 
charge of muracr ie accused, 
whoe elected ‘to make a state- 
ment which he wrote down. 

The accused in the statement, 
which was then read to the 
Court, said: that he and ‘he de- 
ceased were frionds and thet they 
had known ezch other for over 
20 years. They had never before 
quarrelled, 

Since he became unemployed 
in. Aplichau he had been Uving 
in Kennedy Town and they saw 
each other every day, the accus- 
ed sald in the statement. 

Accused went on to say that 
deceased gave him $12 ofter ho 
became unemployed. He had 
later asked for clothing and a 
dollar with which to buy ricc, 
and decesacd had refused. 

The deceased appeared to 
“have been mad and acted dif~ 
ferently from the past," tho ac- 
cused sald. Deceased scolded 
him severely.
